237. Appeals will be enti rtained in the following types

(b) in cases relating to enforcement of legal agreements/ 
bank guarantees executed by imnorters for the 
fulfilment of export obligations or any other 
conditions applicable to an import licence; and 

(c) the procedures hereinafter contained will also 
apply mutatis mutandis to cases in which an export,r 
bciing aggrieved with a decision taken on his applica¬ 
tion seeks to prefer an appeal. 

Appeal : 

(1) where the original decision has been taken by the 
Asstt. CCI&E or Dy. CCI&E the appeal will lie with 
the Jt. CCI&E exercising administrative control over 
the said licensing office; 

(ii) Where the original decision has been taken by the 
Jt. CCI&E , the appeal will lie with the Committc 
of two Jt. CCI&E or Officers of higher rank appointed 
for the purpose by the DDFT in his Headquarters 
Office. 

Second Appeal 

238. If the appellant is not satisfied with the decision 
of the Appellate Authority on his first appeal, he 
may prefer a second appeal to the Additional 
CCI&E or an officer of equivalent rank appointed 
for the purpose by the DDET in his Headquarters 
Office. 

(2) In respect of units situated in EPZs, FTZs and 
100% EOU’S the second appeal shall be with 
Addl. Secretary in charge of the EPZ/FTZ and 
100% EOU Division in the Ministry of Commerce, 
Government of India, Udyog Bhavan, 
New Delhi. Time limit for filing 

239. An appeal should be filed with the authority 
concerned within 45 day.s from the date of receipt 
of the order/decision appealed againt. However 
the appellate authority may condone delay not 
exceeding 45 da>s in submission of the appeal 
it is satisfied that the same could not be filed 
within the stipulated period for adequate reasons. 
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(2) While communicating the decision the licensig 
author ity/appellato authority shall indicate the 
authority to whom appeal/revievv may be pre¬ 
ferred by the aggrier ed person. 

Opportunity for Personal Hearing 

240. If an appellant or a petitioner desires to be heard 
in connection with the appeal application, filed by 
him, and he has filed a statement or has made 
specific mentions as such, in his appeal, an oppor¬ 
tunity for personal hearing may be afforded to 
him. Howerer, if the appellate petitioner does not 
avail of the opportunity given to him, the appeal 
shall be decided on merits on the basis of the 
material available on record. 

Documents to accompany Appeal 

241. The following documents and partitculars should 

be submitted with the appeal in duplicate:— 

(i) Name and address of the appellant; 

(ii) Category of importer/exportcr; 

(iii) Licensing period to which application pertained; 

(iv) Brief description of goods to be imported; 

(v) Copy of the original application and other docu¬ 
ments furnished with it; 

(vi) A copy of the decision/order appealed against; 

(vii) Grounds of appeal; 

(viii) Any other documents/evidence on which appellant 
relies; and 

(i.x) Statement whether the appellant desires to be heard 
in person 

(2) In the case of first appeal and second appeal, a bank 
reccipt/demand draft of Rs. 100/- and Rs, 200/- 
respectively towards payment of fees, should also 
be furnished. 

(3) All appeals should clearly indicate at the top 
whether it is first appeal or second appeal and 
the category of the applicant concerned;
